A. However abfurd this Diftinétion may appear in 
common Diicou fe, yet in ftriG@ {peaking ‘tisvery pro- 
per. Righteoulne(s is diftinguifhed from Goodnefs, as 
Jufice is from Charity. The firft 1s a ftrict adher- 
ing ro the Letrer of the Law, an exact Obfervance 
oO ''rhe Poinss of Dury in Tranfactions becween 
Mo and Man, and Abftaining from all [njury, and 
a Care 09 give no one juit Offence. So far the Pha- 
rifers Sad advanced in Viriue: Any of them almoft 
was qualified ro fay, AZ tie Commandments in the 
Decale gue have | kept from my Youth up ; bur all 
this was infofficient ro procure them our Saviour’s 
Approbation : They were poffeifed of a ‘egal Righre- 
oufnefs, bur were Strangers to that Goodnefs and 
Charity which the Goipel indifpentab'y requires, 

Gentlemen, Woether have the Pianets and other 
Celeffial Bodies any manner of Influence upon the Bo- 
dics that belong to our Globe? 

A, Though we have in fome former Papers ac- 
knowledged Judicial Aftrology to be falfe and ground- 
leis, yet we cou'd nor withour Abfordity deny thar 
the Heavenly Bodies have a fenfible Influence on fub- 
lunary Things.
